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Representation  by  Commission? 


Bill  Would  Create  Asian 
American  Commission 

Contending  that  Asian 
American  representation  in 
Massachusetts  hasn't  grown 
proportionately  with  the  sky¬ 
rocketing  population,  a  group  of 
advocates  and  lawmakers  are 
pushing  a  bill  that  would  estab¬ 


lish  an  Asian  American  commis¬ 
sion  for  the  state. 

The  bill,  co-filed  by  state  sen¬ 
ator  Michael  Morrissey  and  rep¬ 
resentative  Bruce  J.  Ayers,  both 
Democrats  of  Quincy,  would 
create  a  permanent,  18-person 
commission  that  would  focus  on 
statewide  issues  affecting  Asian 
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Chinatown’s  Stake  in  Election 


While  his  mother  spoke  to  a 
reporter,  Raymond  Pang,  age 
four,  grabbed  a  sheet  of  paper 
from  his  mother's  hands,  folded 
it  into  an  airplane,  and  threw  it 
over  the  sidewalk  of  the  Josiah 
Quincy  School. 

Ms.  Pang  had  taken  her  son 
to  the  Chinatown  polling  site 
when  she  voted  for  the  first  time 
on  November  8.  She  came  to  the 
U.S.  from  China  seven  years  ago 
and  became  citizen  this  year. 
She  said  she  wanted  to  vote  to 
"fulfill  her  civic  duty"  and  pick 
out  the  right  people  to  represent 
Boston's  Chinese  community. 

The  piece  of  paper  her  son 
had  folded  into  a  miniature  jet 
had  a  few  minutes  earlier  served 
as  Pang's  voting  cheat-sheet. 
Before  the  election,  she  had 
studied  over  the  candidates  and 
marked  on  the  paper  who  she 
wanted  to  be  elected. 

Pang  was  one  of  768 
Chinatown  residents  who  cast 
ballots  in  the  November  8  city 
election  at  the  Ward  3,  Precinct 
8  polling  site.  Voter  turnout  in 
the  neighborhood  was  32%, 
slightly  below  the  citywide 
voter  turnout  of  35.6%,  but  still 
strong  compared  to  some  other 
neighborhoods. 

Chinatown  had  many  rea¬ 
sons  to  vote  in  this  year's  elec¬ 
tion.  More  than  two-thirds  of 
Chinatown  voters  in  the

November  8  election  arrived  at 
the  polls  to  choose  Sam  Yoon  — 
the  first  Asian  American  to  run 
for  city  council  —  for  councilor 
at-large.  Chinatown's  district 


councilor  Jim  Kelly  —  who  has 
represented  district  2  for  nearly 
a  quarter  century  —  was  contest¬ 
ed,  allowing  voters  to  have  a  say 
in  the  fate  of  the  representation 


of  their  neighborhood.  And  this 
was  the  first  final  election  to 
occur  after  the  voting  rights  set- 
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Asian  Bank  Merger  Expected 
to  Close  by  End  of  November 


The  planned  merger  of  two 
Chinese-immigrant-owned 
banks,  UCBH  Holdings  of 


California  and  Asian  American 
Bank  in  Boston,  is  expected  to 
close  by  the  end  of  the  month, 
according  to  a  spokesperson  for 


UCBH. 


Though  the  financial  part  of 
the  $34.3  million  deal  will  occur 
immediately  after  all  state  and 
federal  approvals,  customers  of 
Asian  American  Bank  can  expect 
some  delay  before  signs  and 
ATM  cards  start  reading  "United 
Commercial  Bank,"  which  is  a 
UCBH  subsidiary,  said  United 
Commercial  Bank's  marketing 


director,  Eleanor  Chang. 

Chang  said  she  could  not  dis¬ 
close  a  specific  date  for  the  clos¬ 
ing  of  the  planned  merger,  which 
was  first  announced  in  August, 
but  she  did  say  that  the  Asian 
American  Bank  is  expected  to 
become  United  Commercial 
Bank  in  both  operations  and 
appearance  by  the  spring  of  2006. 

United  Commercial  Bank  has 
already  planned  a  November  28 
reception  in  Chinatown  to  intro¬ 
duce  the  company's  president  to 
area  community  leaders  and 
media.

Youth  Conference  in  Planning

Quincy  Asian  Resources,  a 
Quincy-based  nonprofit,  is  plan¬ 
ning  an  Asian  Youth  Leadership 
initiative,  which  will  hold  a  con¬ 
ference  in  April  of  next  year. 

The  initiative  aims  to  develop 
leadership  for  Asian  teens  in 
Quincy,  increase  awareness  of 
career  options  for  young  adults, 
and  promote  academic  achieve¬ 
ment  for  Asian  high  school  youth. 

"There  are  some'specific  needs 
in  our  community,"  said  John 
Brothers,  executive  director  of 
Quincy  Asian  Resources.  "Many  of 
the  Asian  youths  are  either  immi¬ 
grants  or  the  children  of  immi¬ 
grants,  so  they're  relative  newcom¬ 
ers  to  the  community.  We  see  that 
there  are  specific  needs  in  the

ning  the  initiative  since  last  spring 
and  is  collaborating  with  Quincy 
Public  Schools  and  other  groups 
such  as  the  South  Shore  YMCA 
and  Eastern  Nazarene  College.  A 
major  funding  source  of  the  event 
is  the  United  Way  Millennium 
Fund  for  Children  and  Families.

ning  committee,  consisting  of  10 
students  from  Quincy  High  School 
and  North  Quincy  High  School, 
who  are  planning  the  event.

Brothers  said  that  as  part  of  the 
planning,  Quincy  Asian  Resources 
is  seeking  adult  professionals  who 
can  share  their  experiences  with 
the  youth.

At-large  councilors  rep¬ 
resent  the  entire  city,  while 
district  councilors  represent 
specific  districts.  There  are 
13  total  councilors. 

During  election  day, 
Yoon  said,  he  was  nervous 
about  making  the  cut  for  an 
at-large  council  seat. 

Midday  on  November  8, 
Yoon's  campaign  sent  out 
an  e-mail  asking  for  support 
and  predicting  possible  fail¬ 
ure. 

•  "Already  this  morning, 
we  are  receiving  reports 
from  around  the  city  —  and 
the  news  is  not  great.  In  our 
base  —  the  progressive  areas 
and  in  the  communities  of 
color  —  turnout  is  extremely 
low.. ..Right  now,  we  are 
behind  in  the  game,"  his 
campaign  announced  that 
afternoon. 

But  at  the  same  time  on 
election  day,  said  Yoon  in  a 
phone  interview  on 
November  9,  "so  many  peo¬ 
ple  across  the  city  were 
reassuring  me.  Complete 
strangers  and  real  insiders 
were  all  saying  'Don't 
worry,  you're  in  it.'" 

"In  my  mind,  I  was  won¬ 
dering,  is  there  a  vast  con¬ 
spiracy  out  there  to  just  feed 
me  misinformation,"  joked 
Yoon. 

But  there  was  no  con¬ 
spiracy.  Across  the  city. 


41,839  voters  came  in  for 
Yoon,  giving  him  a  6,332- 
vote  lead  over  incumbent 
Murphy. 

"When  the  numbers 
came  in,"  said  Yoon,  "it  real¬ 
ly  hit  me  that  we  made  it." 

After  November  8,  Yoon 
became  somewhat  of  a  local 
celebrity  --  he  received  sev¬ 
eral  calls  for  interviews,  was 
pictured  on  the  cover  of  a 
Boston  newspaper,  spoke  on 
public  radio,  and  was  inter¬ 
viewed  on  television  news 
programs.  "This  morning, 
there  were  three  TV  cam¬ 
eras  in  my  house,"  said 
Yoon  on  November  9. 

In  Ward  3,  Precinct  8, 
where  many  Chinatown  res¬ 
idents  vote,  Yoon  was  the 
top  choice  for  at-large  coun¬ 
cilor,  grabbing  507  of  768 
votes. 

Several  residents  who 
exited  the  polling  site  at  the 
Josiah  Quincy  School  said 
they  voted  for  Yoon.  One 
man,  a  Chinese  immigrant, 
said  he  voted  for  Yoon  sim¬ 
ply  because  he  is  Asian, 
while  another  person  also 
from  China,  said  she  voted 
for  Yoon  because  of  his  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  community. 

Yoon's  work  at  the 
Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation,  a 
Chinatown-based  nonprofit, 
has  made  him  known  in  the 
community. 


Michael  Liu,  an  associate 
professor  at  UMass  Boston's 
Institute  for  Asian  American 
Studies,  suggested  that 
Yoon's  ran  could  inspire 
others  to  do  the  same.  He 
noted  that  in  Lowell,  several 
Cambodian  Americans  have 
ran  for  city  office  positions, 
following  the  successes  of 
former  Lowell  city  councilor 
Rithy  Uong. 

Paul  Watanabe,  also  of 
the  institute,  said  Yoon  can 
expect  scrutiny  because  his 
is  the  first  Asian  American 
councilor. 

"What  I  can  already  see 
taking  place  amongst  a  lot 
of  pundits  is  that  they  are 
trying  to  decide  how  best  to 
pigeonhole  Sam,"  said 
Watanabe,  an  associate  pro¬ 
fessor  of  political  science 
and  director  of  the  Institute 
for  Asian  American  Studies 
at  UMass  Boston.  "Does  he 
represent  an  alliance  with 
the  old  guard?  Does  he 
serve  as  a  bridge?  Or  does 
he  align  himself  more  close¬ 
ly  with  the  progressive  seg¬ 
ment  within  the  city  council 
(such  as  Felix  Arroyo  and

Chuck  Turner)." 

Watanabe  also  warned 
that  observers  shouldn't 
think  Yoon's  victory  alone  is 
a  fluke  or  a  sign  of  a  new 
Boston. 

"You  can't  just  look  at 
one  election  to  believe  that 
something  significant  is 
going  on  in  the  city,"  he 
said,  adding  that  many 
recent  political  happenings 
show  a  shift  in  the  city's 
political  powers.  Felix 
Arroyo,  a  Hispanic 
American,  made  a  surprise 
victory  on  the  city  council  in 
2003.  Andrea  Cabral,  an 
African  American,  succeed¬ 
ed  in  her  ran  for  Suffolk 
County  sheriff.  Groups 


across  the  state  challenged 
the  redistricting  plan  of 
Thomas  Finneran.  And 
community-based  groups 
accused  the  city  of  voting 
rights'  violations,  which 
preceded  a  Department  of 
Justice  lawsuit  against  the 
city. 

"You  add  on  to  that 
some  of  the  successes  that 
you  saw  (on  election)  day. 
The  sum  total  of  all  of  this  is 
that  it  is  not  just  a  fluke," 
said  Watanabe. 

Meanwhile,  Liu  suggest¬ 
ed  that  Yoon's  impact  on 
the  council  might  be  limit¬ 
ed,  since  he  essentially  took 
over  Maura  Hennigan's 
seat.  Hennigan,  who  ran  an 


unsuccessful  campaign  to 
unseat  Mayor  Thomas  M. 
Menino,  was  considered  a 
progressive  voice  on  the 
council  that  often  aligned 
with  immigrant  groups. 

Yet,  Yoon  was  able  to 
race  past  candidates  with 
political  family  ties  such  as 
John  Connolly,  Edward 
Flynn,  and  Patricia  White. 

"For  any  newcomer  to 
be  able  to  put  together  the 
resources  and  the  effective 
campaign  that  Sam  was  able 
to  organize...  it's  a  signifi¬ 
cant  achievement,"  said 
Watanabe.  Yoon's  campaign 
raised  about  $200,000  to 
gain  the  political  newcomer 
to  citywide  attention. 

In  addition  to  advocat¬ 
ing  for  affordable  housing 
in  Chinatown  through  the 
Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation, 
Yoon's  past  experience 
includes  being  a  former 
New  Jersey  school  teacher. 
He  also  holds  a  master's 
degree  in  public  policy  from 
Harvard  University. 

Yoon  said  his  parents 
were  proud  of  his  victory. 

"They  were  just  ecstatic. 
It's  been  a  really  fun  experi¬ 
ence  for  them.  They've  been 
praying  for  me  for  this  elec¬ 
tion  for  a  long  time."

tlement  between  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Justice  and 
the  City  of  Boston,  leading 
to  increased  Chinese-lan- 
guage  voting  instruction  at 
the  polls. 

"It  was  very  impressive, 
the  support  that  Sam  got  in 
Chinatown,"  said  Michael 
Liu,  associate  researcher  at 
the  Institute  for  Asian 
American  Studies  at  UMass 
Boston.  "There's  fairly 
strong  evidence  that 
turnout...  tends  to  increase 
significantly  when  you  have 
candidates  that  are  from 
your  own  community  (run¬ 
ning),"  said  Liu.  Through 
Yoon's  work  in  the  Asian 
Community  Development 
Corporation,  a  Chinatown- 
based  nonprofit,  he  has 
become  a  familiar  face  in 
the  community,  especially 
around  issues  dealing  with 
affordable  housing  develop¬ 
ment. 

Chinatown  residents 
also  came  out  to  vote  over¬ 
whelmingly  against  their 
long-time  district  councilor, 
Jim  Kelly,  who  at  Ward  3, 
Precinct  8  received  only  188 
votes  compared  to  his  chal¬ 
lenger,  Susan  Passoni,  who 
received  305  votes.  But 
Passoni,  a  newcomer  to  the 
local  political  scene,  lost  to 
Kelly  overall  in  district  2, 
which  represents  parts,  of 
the  South  End  and  South 
Boston,  where  Kelly  won 
high  percentages.  District¬ 
wide,  Passoni  took  only 
about  39%  of  the  vote,  com¬ 
pared  to  Kelly's  61%. 

Passoni  campaigned  for 
a  part  of  election  day  out¬ 
side  the  Josiah  Quincy 


School.  "I  door  knocked  the 
whole  district,"  she  said 
that  afternoon. 

Some  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents  said  the  fact  that  can¬ 
didates  showed  up  at  the 
polls  in  Chinatown  made 
them  feel  better  about  vot¬ 
ing. 

"They  really  seem  to 
care  more  about  the  voice 
of  Chinatown  (this  election 
time),"  said  Jian  Hua  Tang, 
a  Chinatown  resident,  of 
the  candidates. 

This  was  the  first  Boston 
election  besides  the 
September  preliminary  race 
to  occur  after  the  voting 
rights  settlement  between 
the  U.S.  Department  of 
Justice  and  the  City  of 
Boston.  While  Chinese 
immigrant  voters  --  along 
with  Vietnamese  immi¬ 
grants  and  Hispanics  --  will 
feel  most  the  effects  of  the 


lawsuit  next  year  when 
bilingual  ballots  become 
mandatory,  election  officials 
say  they  had  stepped  up  the 
number  of  bilingual  signs, 
instructions  and  "specimen 
ballots"  for  the  November  8 
election. 

And  residents  say 
they've  noticed  the  differ¬ 
ence.  Ms.  Tan,  who  is  a 
Chinese  immigrant  living  in 
Chinatown,  said  that 
though  she  doesn't  need  the 
translations,  it  will  help 
other  immigrant  voters, 
including  her  own  family 
members.  "It's  easier,"  she 
said,  "It  (sends)  a  positive

message." 

Ms.  Pang  said  the  trans¬ 
lations  helped  when  she 
cast  her  ballot.  "I  think  it's 
really  clear  and  detailed." 

The  DOJ  had  filed  a  law¬ 
suit  against  the  City  of 
Boston  in  July,  accusing 
Boston's  government  of  dis¬ 
criminating  against  voting 
citizens  of  Spanish,  Chinese 
and  Vietnamese  descent 
and  violating  the  federal 
Voting  Rights  Act  of  1965. 

In  a  settlement  reached 
September  15,  Boston 
agreed  to  provide  ballots, 
registration  notices,  and 
other  voting  materials  in 
Spanish,  Chinese,  and 
Vietnamese,  as  well  as  pro¬ 
vide  translators  for  voters 
and  trained  poll  workers. 

Lydia  Lowe  of  the 
Chinese  Progressive 
Association,  which  had 
accused  the  city  of  mistreat¬ 
ing  Chinese  voters  in  past 
elections,  said  she  didn't  see 
anything  alarming  during 
this  election,  besides  some 
minor  errors  in  Chinese 
instructional  information  at 
the  polling  sites  at  Ward  3, 
Precinct  8  and  nearby  Ward 
5,  Precinct  1. 

"Inside,  it  seemed 
orderly,"  she  said. 

Another  draw  for 
Chinatown  voters,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Liu,  was  the 
ongoing  voter  awareness 
efforts  by  community 
groups  such  as  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association. 

The  association  went  to 
major  Chinatown  area 
apartment  buildings  and 
spoke  to  residents  about 
how  to  vote,  how  local  gov¬ 
ernment  works,  and  what 
candidates  stand  for. 

"It's  kind  of  like  city 
government  101,"  said 
Lawrence  Joe,  who  works 
for  the  association,  of  the 
voter  workshops. 


Challenges  to 
Chinatown  Vote 

Chinatown's  vote  has  his¬ 
torically  had  one  major 
obstacle:  citizenship. 

A  study  by  the  Institute 
for  Asian  American  Studies 
published  in  2004  shows 
that  in  most  6f  the  greater 
Boston  area,  only  about  half 
of  all  Asian  American 
adults  are  citizens,  com¬ 
pared  with  84.1%  of  the 
total  population. 

Because  of  the  time  it 
takes  for  immigrants  to 
become  citizens,  and 
because  Chinatown  has  a 
high  immigrant  population, 
many  Chinese  Americans 
live  in  the  U.S.  for  several 
years  before  being  able  to 
cast  their  votes. 

Yet  Chinatown's  politi¬ 
cal  clout  could  change  over 
the  next  several  years  as 
more  affluent  and  estab¬ 
lished  residents  move  into 
new  high  rises.  In  recent 
years,  Chinatown  has  seen 
an  influx  of  hundreds  of 
new  residents  who  have 
moved  into  the  luxury 
Millennium  Towers  on 
Avery  Street  and  into  the 
mixed-income  Metropolitan 
building  on  Oak  Street.  The 
luxury  high  rise  Park  Essex, 
which  is  under  construc¬ 
tion,  and  Kensington  Place, 
which  is  slated  to  break 
ground  soon,  will  together 
invite  hundreds  more  new 
residents. 

"A  lot  of  these  people 
have  means,"  said  Liu  of  the 
incoming  residents  to 
Chinatown.  "So  I  would 
expect  them  to  be  more 
moderate  on  economic 
issues  but  more  socially  lib¬ 
eral....  In  terms  of  economic 
interests,  they  are  different 
from  the  bulk  of  the  Asian 
population  in  Chinatown." 

Many  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents  earn  low  incomes  and 


live  in  housing  that  is  subsi¬ 
dized,  while  most  on  the 
new  housing  being  created 
is  at  or  above  the  market 
rate. 

"But  I  also  think,"  Liu 
said,  "they  will  insist  on  a 
more  democratic  and  open 
process  within  Chinatown."

Americans. 

On  Tuesday,  the  bill's 
supporters,  such  as 
Newton  city  alderman 
Amy  Mah  Sangiolo,  argued 
for  the  bill  to  the  state  leg¬ 
islature's  Joint  Committee 
on  Tourism,  Arts  and 
Cultural  Development. 

"We  don't  have  an  effec¬ 
tive  voice  here  on  Beacon 
Hill,"  said  Sangiolo  about 
Asian  Americans  in  the 
state. 

In  1992,  then-Govemor 
William  Weld  issued  an 
executive  order  to  create  a 
similar  commission,  but 
those  backing  the  current 
bill  say  the  old  Asian 
American  Commission  has 


become  defunct,  existing  in 
name  only. 

Yet,  in  the  decade  of 
Weld's  executive  order, 
from  1990  to  2000,  the 
Asian  American  population 
in  Massachusetts  has 
grown  by  about  70%  —  to 
nearly  240,000  —  making  it 
the  fastest-growing  racial 
group  in  the  state. 

Supporters  of  the  new 
bill  say  it  would  bring  rep¬ 
resentation  of  the  growing 
population  to  the  State 
House,  especially  since 
there  are  no  elected  Asian 
American  senators  or  rep¬ 
resentatives  in 
Massachusetts.  In  fact  the 
highest-ranking  Asian 
Americans  in  the  state  are 
at  the  city  and  town  level. 

So  far,  several  groups 
and  officials  have  submit¬ 
ted  letters  to  the  tourism 
committee  in  support  of  the 
bill,  including  Timothy  P. 


Cahill,  state  Treasurer  and 
Receiver  General,  the  Asian 
Community  Development 
Corporation,  and  the  Asian 
Task  Force  Against 
Domestic  Violence. 

From  the  committee,  the 
bill  will  go  on  for  review 
by  the  house,  senate  and 
governor. 

Supporters,  who  com¬ 
pare  the  proposal  to  the 
Massachusetts  Commission 
on  Women's  Affairs,  feel  it 
will  pass  because  it  would 
require  no  tax  funding 
from  the  state. 

During  the  hearing  on 
Tuesday,  state  representa¬ 
tive  Anne  Paulsen  (D)  of 
Belmont  told  the  support¬ 
ers  they  should  expect  to 
"be  very  patient"  if  they 
want  the  bill  to  be  signed 
into  law.

Asian  Bank  Merger  Almost  Final 
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and  UCBH  specialize  in 
serving  Chinese  immigrants 
and  were  founded  by 
Chinese  immigrants. 

Founded  in  1974  in  San 
Francisco,  UCBH  is  a  much 
older  and  larger  operation 
than  Asian  American  Bank, 
which  was  founded  in 
Chinatown  in  1993.

Bank's  current  president, 
Raymond  Tung,  will  run  the 
Boston  division  of  United

Chang. 

UCBH's  planned 
takeover  of  Asian  American 
Bank  and  its  three  branch 
locations  in  Boston  and 
Quincy  is  just  part  of  its 
expansion  into  the 
Northeast.  United 
Commercial  Bank  already 
has  four  New  York  City 
branches  and  is  buying  sev¬ 
eral  more  in  that  area  with 
its  planned  acquisition  of 
Great  Eastern  Bank. 


"In  the  Northeast  area, 
certainly  there  are  a  lot  of 
Asians.  In  fact,  other  than 
California,  New  York  and 
the  New  England  area  is 
probably  the  second  largest 
Asian  market  in  the  U.S.," 
said  Chang. 

She  said  UCBH  is  eyeing 
other  potential  expansions 
in  the  area  as  well. 

With  over  240,000  Asian 
residents,  Massachusetts  has 
the  tenth  largest  Asian  pop¬ 
ulation  in  the  country.

It  was  an  affair  full  of  con¬ 
tradictions. 

First,  there  was  the  clash 
of  religions.  The  meeting 
place  was  in  the  main  sanc¬ 
tuary  of  the  Korean 
Presbyterian  Church  -  com¬ 
plete  with  an  illuminated 
stained  glass  window 
depicting  Jesus  Christ  - 
while  those  invited  were 
Korean  Americans  and 
Brookline's  Jewish  commu¬ 
nity.

Then  there  was  the  culi¬ 
nary  culture  clash:  Korean 
beef  dishes  such  as  bulgogi 


and  japchae  -  a  dish  that 
often  combines  egg  and 
beef  —  sat  alongside  trays  of 
traditional  Jewish  fare  like 
falafel  and  hummus. 

But  no  one  who  attend¬ 
ed  the  Korean  Cultural 
Festival  on  November  12 
appeared  bothered  by  any 
of  this.  In  fact,  the  hundreds 
of  people  who  crowded  the 
church  for  the  event  looked 
eager  to  get  a  taste  of  the 
foods  and  a  glimpse  into 
arts,  music  and  traditions 
from  a  world  away. 

"You  will  see  that  we  are 
both  beautifully  different 
and  surprisingly  similar," 
said  Reverend  Young  Ghil 
Lee  of  the  Korean  church  to 
the  event's  attendees. 

The  festival  was  intend¬ 
ed  to  open  communication 
between  Korean  Americans 
and  Brookline  residents. 

In  Brookline,  Korean 
Americans  are  the  fastest- 
growing  Asian  American 
subgroup.  In  2000  there 
were  over  860  Korean 
Americans  in  the  town,  up 
from  285  in  1990.  In 
Massachusetts,  more  than 
17,000  people  identify 
themselves  as  Korean 
Americans.  Brookline  is 
also  known  for  its  large 


Jewish  population. 

At  the  festival,  attendees 
watched  a  traditional 
Korean  wedding,  a  tradi¬ 
tional  Jewish  youth  dance,  a 
modem  Korean  dance 
show,  a  performance  of 
John  Williams'  "Schindler's 
List,"  and  a  demonstration 
of  the  martial  art,  tae  kwon 
doe,  which  included  kicks, 
hits,  and  broken  boards  that 
flew  close  to  a  few  persons 


sitting  in  the  front  row  (at 
one  point,  a  woman  sitting 
close  to  the  stage  covered 
her  head  with  a  coat  in  fear 
of  getting  hit  by  a  flying 
board). 

"It's  a  wonderful  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  discover  Koreans," 
said  Han  Qun,  a  Malden 
resident  from  China,  of  the 
event.  "Now  I  know  more 
about  the  Korean  culture," 
said  Qun,  who  is  self  teach¬ 


ing  herself  Korean. 

"It's  great  -  our  kids  are 
Jewish  and  Korean,"  said 
Marc  Libman,  whose  wife  is 
from  Korea. 

Libman  said  that  when 
he  and  his  wife  heard  about 
the  festival,  "we  thought  - 
Jewish  and  Korean  -  wow, 
are  they  doing  this  just  for 
us?"

Random  reflections  of  a  Chinese-American 


Drippings  from  the 
Melting  Pot 

By  E.  Y.  Tong 

After  living  in  this  country 
for  over  half  a  century,  do 
I  feel  like  an  American? 
Yes,  I  suppose  I  do.  But 
more  so,  I  feel  more  like  a 
hyphenated  one.  Only 
during  my  stint  in  the  U.S. 
Army  did  I  feel  non- 
hyphenated  because,  some 
years  before.  President 
Harry  Truman  had  by 
executive  order  integrated 
the  armed  forces  of  the 
United  States.  Troops  of 
all  races  and  nationalities 
were  being  cured  like 
chemicals  in  the  same  big 
vat,  and  were  tempered 
with  the  same  set  of  near 
absolute  recipes. 
Everybody  seemed  to  get 
along,  more  or  less. 

Other  than  during 
those  military  years, 
hyphenation  predomi¬ 
nates,  even  today.  It 
seems  to  me,  even  in  this 
day  and  age  of  sensitivity, 
if  you  are  Caucasian,  you 
are  automatically  an 
American.  If  your  features 
are  non-Caucasian,  on  the 
other  hand,  you  are  auto¬ 
matically  a  foreigner,  or,  at 
most,  a  "foreign- 
American,"  not  quite 
American.  Even  American- 
born  and  bred  Michelle 
Kwan,  during  the  2002 
Winter  Olympics,  was  mis¬ 
taken  by  the  Seattle  Times 
as  a  foreigner. 

Right  or  wrong,  this  is 
my  reality,  a  reality  that 
has  existed  for  most  of  my 
half  century.  This  reality 
does  not  bother  me 
because  this  immigrant 
boy  has  enjoyed  a  great 
measure  of  equality,  par¬ 
ticularly  when  that  equali¬ 
ty  is  protected  by  legal 
mandates,  although  less  so 
by  a  moral  sense  of  justice 
at  times.  So,  all  races  con¬ 
tinue  to  get  along  in  the 


same  mess.  And,  after  50 
years  of  being  part  of  that 
pot,  I  have  come  to  realize, 
and  even  appreciate,  the 
synergistic  bits  that  drop 
continuously  from  that 
mixing  of  cultures.  I  now 
take  great  pleasure  in 
thinking  about  and  discov¬ 
ering  things  that  have 
evolved  from  the  great 
crucible. 

From  the  1849  Gold 
Rush  to  the  present,  it  has 
taken  us  Chinese 
Americans,  which- 1  call 
Chi-Ams,  over  100  years  to 
put  our  scientists,  engi¬ 
neers,  and  technologists 
solidly  in  American  indus¬ 
try.  It  took  an  equal 
length  of  time  for  people 
like  Dr.  David  Ho  of  HIV 
fame  to  be  duly  recog¬ 
nized,  and  others  like 
Elaine  Chao,  the  Secretary 
of  Labor,  to  reach  the  top 
echelons  of  government. 
The  synergism  of  the  melt¬ 
ing  pot  continues,  on  and 
on. 

In  the  smaller  realms  of 
life,  I  also  found  some 
years  ago  that  macaroni 
cooked  with  ground  beef 
and  a  tomato  sauce 
became  American  chop 
suey,  served  unashamedly 
in  many  cafeterias.  And 
walnut  shrimp  in 
Chinatown  tastes  so  good, 
due  mainly  to  the 
American  mayonnaise 
used  in  the  sauce.  At 
Uwajimaya's,  an  Asian 
specialty  supermarket,  one 
finds  not  only  the  top  cuts 
of  prime  beef,  but  also 
pungent  fish  sauce  from 
Thailand,  sweet  young 
coconuts  from  the 
Philippines,  and  even  duck 
embryos  many  of  the 
Vietnamese  and  Chinese 
love,  particularly  for  preg¬ 
nant  women.  My  part  of 
America,  in  so  many  ways, 
has  become  variegated  and 
delicious.  And  I  wonder  if 
the  many  lovely  public 
swimming  pools  around 
Seattle  that  my  wife,  Y.C.,

and  I  use  are  the  results  of 
some  socialistically  beauti¬ 
ful  Scandinavian  bulbs 
transplanted  to  the 
Northwest.

From  an  old  book  Y.C.

paper  clipping  of  a  poem 
fell  out.  It  was  quite  yel¬ 
lowed  with  age.  It  came 
from  the  Northwest  Indian 
News  of  an  unknown 
time.  It  was  a  memorial 
addressed  to  Bemie 
Whitebear  and  family  over 
the  death  of  their  mother, 
Mary  Hall  Wong,  a 
Colville,  Washington, 
Indian  elder  killed  in  a 
traffic  accident  on 
Memorial  Day.  Who  was 
Mary  Hall  Wong?  Was 
she  a  daughter  or  wife  of  a 
Chinese  man  named 
Wong?  Or  was  she  an 
adopted  child  of  the  Wong 
family?  Whatever,  there 
seems  to  be  a  Chinese  con¬ 
nection.  In  the  old  pioneer 
days,  there  must  have 
been  some  Chinese  miners, 
loggers,  or  farm  hands  in 
the  Northwest  who  took 
Indian  wives  and  left  a 
root  or  two  in  the  soil.  The 
poem,  although  containing 
no  mention  of  any  Chinese 
roots,  is  richly  endowed 
with  Indian  sentiments 
and  a  bit  of  what  seems  to 
be  Taoist  flavors.  It  reads: 

Do  not  stand  at  my  grave 
and  weep, 

I  am  not  there,  I  do  not  sleep. 

I  am  a  thousand  winds  that 
blow, 

I  am  the  diamond  glint  on 
snow, 


I  am  the  sunlight  on  the 
ripened  grain, 

I  am  the  gentle  autumn  rain, 
When  you  wake  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  hush, 

I  am  the  swift,  uplifting  rush 
Of  quiet  birds  in  circling 
flight, 

I  am  the  soft  starlight  at 
night. 

Do  not  stand  at  my  grave 
and  weep, 

I  am  not  there,  l  do  not  sleep. 

Do  not  stand  at  my  grave 
and  cry. 

I  am  not  there,  I  did  not  die. 


I  am  by  no  means  a 
poet,  and  I  seldom  read 
poetry.  But  I  do  seem  to 
feel  here  a  merging  of 
Indian  spirits  with  Chinese 
feelings.  Could  this  also 
be  a  quiet  drop  of  some¬ 
thing  dripping  out  of  the 
pot?  After  all,  after  all  is 
said  and  done,  there  is  a 
bit  of  you  in  me;  and  in 
you,  a  bit  of  me. 

Note:  The  above  poem  was 
read  in  early  2 004  by 
Professor  Tim  Walsh  of  the 
English  and  Environmental 
Studies  Department  of  the 
South  Seattle  Community 
College.  He  had  kindly  given 
me  some  important  feedback. 
These  are  some  of  his  com¬ 
ments:  "...the  poem  found  in 
The  Northwest  Indian  News 
which  it  attributed  to 
'Anonymous',  was  actually 
written  by  Mary  E.  Eyre  at 
some  point  prior  to  1932.  The 
version  you  included  was  one 
she  modified  in  1932,  though 
it  leaves  off  the  final  two 
lines:  'Do  not  stand  at  my 
grave  and  cry.  I  am  not 
there,  I  did  not  die!'  ...I've 
read  that  she  first  wrote  the 
poem  to  console  a  grieving 
friend.  The  poem  is  often 
used  in  Christian  funeral  ser¬ 
vices,  which  is  why  it  sound¬ 
ed  familiar  to  me.  It  just  goes 
to  further  support  the  idea 
that  some  truths  are  univer¬ 
sal."

Spotting  Skin  Cancer 


Random  Restaurant  Review 

A  Bit  of  Thailand  at  Dok  Bua 


By  Philip  Sarges 

In  the  United  States,  about 
one  of  every  three  new 
cancer  cases  is  a  skin  can¬ 
cer.  The  major  cause  of 
skin  cancer  is  prolonged 
exposure  to  ultraviolet 
radiation.  Another  contrib¬ 
utor  is  the  depletion  of 
ozone  from  environmental 
pollution,  resulting  in 
increased  levels  of  radia¬ 
tion  penetrating  the  atmos¬ 
phere.  Lighter-skinned 
individuals  are  more  vul¬ 
nerable  to  skin  cancer. 

One  of  the  most  com¬ 
monly  seen  skin  cancers  is 
basal  cell  carcinoma.  It 
arises  at  the  bottom  of  the 
skin  layer  and  is  caused  by 
chronic  exposure  to  sun¬ 
light.  It  most  frequently 
occurs  on  exposed  parts  of 
the  body,  such  as  the  face, 
ears,  neck,  and  scalp.  The 
five  warning  signs  of  basal 
cell  carcinoma  are  open 
sores,  a  reddish  and  itchy 
patch,  a  shiny  mole-like 
bump,  a  pink,  slightly-ele¬ 
vated  growth  with  crusty 
borders,  or  a  scar-like  area 
with  irregular  borders. 
Basal  cell  carcinoma  affects 
more  than  800,000 
Americans  each  year. 

Melanoma,  which  is 
less  common  than  basal 
cell  carcinoma,  is  the  most 
serious  form  of  skin  can¬ 
cer.  Melanoma  is  a  malig¬ 
nant  tumor  that  comes 
from  melanocytes,  the  cells 
that  produce  the  pigment 


melanin,  which  colors  our 
skin,  hair,  and  eyes.  The 
main  function  of  melanin 
is  to  protect  our  DNA  from 
mutations  caused  by  the 
ionizing  radiation  of  ultra¬ 
violet  rays,  which  is  why 
people  normally  get  darker 
when  they  absorb  sunlight. 
Melanin  is  also  most  heavi¬ 
ly  concentrated  in  moles. 
Therefore,  the  majority  of 
melanomas  are  black  or 
brown.  They  are  easily 
spotted  because  they  are 
larger,  multicolored  patch¬ 
es  with  irregular  outlines, 
and  they  may  crust  on  the 
surface  and  bleed.  Many 
melanomas  arise  in  pre¬ 
existing  moles.  If  caught 
early,  melanoma  is  almost 
100%  curable.  However, 
once  the  cancer  advances 
and  metastasizes  (spreads) 
to  other  parts  of  the  body, 
it  is  hard  to  treat  and  can 
be  deadly. 

Perform  a  self-examina¬ 
tion  of  your  skin  once  a 
month  to  detect  early 
warning  signs  of  skin  can¬ 
cer.  During  this  examina¬ 
tion,  you  should  be  check¬ 
ing  for  the  obvious  signs  of 
an  abnormality  (use  a  mir¬ 
ror!),  which  are  the  ABCDs 
of  skin  cancer: 

Asymmetry  -  most  early 
melanomas  are  asymmetri¬ 
cal.  Harmless  moles  are 
round  and  symmetrical 
Border  -  Borders  of  early 
melanomas  are  uneven, 
with  notched  edges.  Moles 
are  smoother  with  even

Walking  into  Dok  Bua  on 
Harvard  Street  reminds  me 
of  my  trip  to  Thailand.  You 
walk  in,  and  immediately 
you  are  greeted  by  busy 
flashing  lights  and  bustling 
chatter,  from  the  kitchen  to 
the  tables.

The  wait  staff 
informed  me  that  the  main 
purpose  of  this  is  to  put 
their  customers  at  ease 
about  ttying  strange,  exotic 
dishes.  It  is  their  way  of 
trying  to  make  people 
order  outside  their  norm.  It 
definitely  works.  Instead  of 
looking  at  the  menu,  I  sim¬ 
ply  browsed  through  the 
photo  album-like  menu 


borders. 

Color  -  Common  moles 
are  a  single  shade  of 
brown.  Melanomas  may 
be  varied  shades  of  brown, 
black,  and  tan.  Other  col¬ 
ors  such  as  red  and  blue 
may  appear  during  later 
states  of  cancer. 

Diameter  -  Early 
melanomas  tend  to  grow 
larger  than  common 
moles,  normally  greater 


and  pointed  at  the  appetiz¬ 
ing  pictures.  The  pictures 
that  appealed  to  me  were 
the  pla-muk-tod  appetizer 
($5.95)  which  is  a  deep 
fried  calamari  with  a  sweet 
sauce.  I  was  pleased  to  find 
that  the  calamari  were 
thick  and  juicy.  The  batter 
was  a  little  too  heavy  and 
took  away  from  the  fresh¬ 
ness  of  the  calamari.  I  also 
ordered  the  roast  duck, 
fried  egg  over  Thai  fried 
rice  ($8.95),  which  was  a 
delightful  dish.  The  slabs 
of  duck  breast  were 
crunchy  yet  juicy  and  the 
dish  was  topped  off  with 
refreshing  slices  of  cucum-

than  the  size  of  a  pencil 
eraser. 

Although  some  expo¬ 
sure  to  the  sun  is  healthy, 
try  to  limit  your  exposure 
to  decrease  your  skin-can¬ 
cer  risk.  If  you  do  spend 
some  time  in  the  sun, 
always  use  sunscreen  with 
an  SPF  of  30  or  higher,  and 
appjy  the  sunscreen  lotion 
generously  and  often.

shrimp  with  lemon  grass, 
chili  and  lime  juice.
